Completion of the an 
nex and inauguration of the program, 
outlined by Mrs. Quinby, will fill a 
long-feltr need in thig section, she 
asserted.

QMuinby and others made a tour cf 
inspection of the city stockade anid 
found that perseis suffering from 
contagious diseases were not isolated 
from prisoners who apparently wer» 
healthy, she says, 
institution of the nature proposed in 
annex plans were started immediately 
after this inspection, Mrs. Quinby 
asserted.

‘An elementary question to ask,” one may Say. But is it? 

It is a common error, and one confined to no single group of in- 
vestors, to think of stocks and bonds as investments of like character- 
istics. 

While it is true that both stocks and bonds represent liabilities of 
the companies issuing them, it should be remembered that only bonds are 
obligations. 

The difference between these types of securities is therefore a fun- 
damental difference. It has often been aptly illustrated by citing the 
difference between a partner in business and a creditor to the business. 

Stock usually carries with it a definite partnership in a business and 
often the attending liabilities to which owners of business are subjected 
under the laws. No liabilities incident to the business are incurred by the 
ownership of bonds, and, while they may be mere promises to pay, they, 
a constitute debt, which takes precedence over stockholders’ 
claims. 

The names of bonds oftentimes confuse. Bonds may be termed 
mortgages, liens or loans without substantial variation in the seourity 
behind them; they may be reinforced by a mortgage, direct or indirect 
or both, and not always does the title of the bond adequately describe 
the nature of its security. 

Doubtless many persons have often rebelled at reading the some- 
what lengthy and technical language generally used to describe securi- 
ties. In few instances, however, could the issue be described adequately 
in briefer language. 

Particularly is the exact character of a bond deserving of careful 
consideration where consolidations have taken place, reorganizations been 
effected, and, in railroad bonds, where a number of properties have been 
brought together to form a great system. . 

Investors should never fail carefully to note any callable features 
and conversion privileges which may exist. These provisions are always 
plainly stated on the face of the bond and, together with the interest

New York, Ocober 1.—A cotton crop of 13,000,000 bales is still pos- 
sible, the Journal of Commerce estimates today from figures received 
from 1,000 field correspondents based on the condition of the growing 
crop of September 26. For the month of September there was a loss of 
only 5.8 per cent in condition, the smallest loss for this period since 1918. 
This recognized authority estimates that the large acreage of 39,830,00Q 
planted will, despite all of this year’s handicaps, bring the crop to 13,000, 
000 bales, which is needed, after the shortage of the past three years, to 
meet the world demand without forcing prices up to a level that will 


keep the consuming public out of the market. : 
Easy money-market conditions and the general trade situation are 


reflected in today’s statement of the new bonds, notes and stocks issued 
by corporations during September, which reached a total of $279,266,000, 
or an increase of $73,750,000 over the same period of last year. Of this 
increase the railroads account for $46,636,000, while industrial companies 
show a gain of $27,114,000. For the nine months the total is $2,327,636,000, 
a loss compared with the same months of 1923 of $386,236,000. For the 
nine months the railroads increased their new financing by $330,323,000, 
while the industrials show a loss of $686,559,000. 

Having already gone a long way in the direction of after-war read. 
justment and with the trend of general trade downward from early 
spring to the end of the summer, the industrial corporations had less 
need this year than last for raising new money. On the other hand, last 
year the railroads raised comparatively little new money because they 
were just reestablishing credit following the period of war-time govern- 
ment control, whch created many uncertainties. 

It is not surprising to find that the September turnover in bonds on 
the stock exchange was $263,115,000 in round numbers, against only 
$156,678,000 a year ago, making $2,573,000,000 for the nine months, against 
$2,064,000,000 for the corresponding period of 1923.

To License Saloons 


Despite the “bone dry” times, when 


consumption of liquor as _ illegal, 
down in Emanuel county the mayor 
and council of the town of Summit, 
by an act passed by the 1924 gen- 
eral assembly of Georgia, have “the 
power to license the sale of spiritu- 
ous liquors or other intoxicating 
drinks within the limits of the city.” 

Perhaps it was an eye to the fu- 
ture, when some dav the federal pro- 
hibition laws may be repealed, that 
prompted Representatives Boatwright 
and Rountree to pass a loeal bill in 
the recent general assembly incor- 
porating the town of Summit. For, in 
0 act is a clause that reads thus- 
y: 
“The mayor and council shall have 
the power to license, regulate or pro- 
hibit the sale of liquors or other in- 
toxicating drinks within the limits of 
said city; provided, that tax for sale 
of spirituous liquor and other intox- 
icating drinks in said city shall not 
be less than $5,000.” 

The act incorporating the town of 
Summit is of a loeal nature. All lo- 
eal bills are handled by their an- 
thors, and the legislature leaves it to 
their discretion as to what shall be 
contained in them. ‘The bills are not

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PLASTIC SURGERY. 

Many letters come to me_ every 
week, asking about plastic surgery 
from women wishing to try it, but 
knowing only vaguely what it is. 
Plastic surgery is very valuable and 
very dangerous. Anyone undertaking 
such work must be highly skilled; un- 
fortunately our real surgeons, until 


of work with scorn. 

During the war army surgeons per- 
formed operations little short of 
miracles. There is the famous case of 
the Yorkshire miner, whose whole 
lower face, shot away, was actually 
rebuilt by a surgeon, and skin made 
to grow over it. Noses were made 
from little fingers; gruesome, terrible 
and yet beautiful operations were per- 
formed by Continental doctors, and 
later, by our own. Some of these 
men have gone on with plastic sur- 
cery, mostly for the curing of actual 
deformities. 

I do not recommend any reader to 
resort to this aid, unless she does suf- 
fe> from. a real deformity. ‘Then, by 
all means, have it remuved. Scars, 
birthmarks, badly protuding ears 
(this is an easy thing to correct) 
cross eyes, a really ugly nose, a real- 
ly ugly chin; these can be treated by 
the facial surgeon. But when it comes 
to “lifting’ the face to remove 
wrinkles—be careful. Don’t attempt 
to have the thing done unless you are 
nearing 60; before that there are 
easier, safer wdys to try. 
GO, suggests a friend, you'll find 
vrinkles becoming.) For the wrinkle 
operation, a tiny tuck is taken in the 
skin, above each temple‘ just back of 
the line where the hair grows. It does 
pull up the skin and smooth out 
wrinkles, but it gives the face an odd 
wooden expression which lasts years 
until the skin has grown loose. By 
tiat time some wrinkles are back 
again. In time, it may be cheap and 
practical for everyone to try; at pres- 
ent it is dangerous and expensive and 
not to be advised.
